"'CHICAGO; 'Aug. '23.— P. D. Armour 
has' re turned from an. extended visit 
to Europe, and when asked regarding 
the° recent rise in. wheat sadd: "Eu- 
rope wants our wheat bad] yi and will 
pay a. good price for it. I was in Lon- 
don for a few days and saw haw 
things werd going, and in various cit- 
ies of the continent it was easy to see 
that America held the reins of power. 
All the cereal products over there a.re 
short, or .are failures, and we seem to 
be the only. country that car* supply 
the dertcie.ncy. 


"Yes, Europe wi.ll pay a good price 


for our grain. And it. can. well aftord 
it, They were never in such a pros- 
perous, condition before. It isn't as if 
they, were ' poor over there. In. my 
early days, when I 'was a packer, and 
the mines used to start up, I put hams 
away .in the cellar, for I knew the men 
would want them before long. Foir 
they were earning1 good wages and 
could afford to buy them. IT, is so in 
Europe. They need the grain and can 
pa.y for ife- 


"The rise is a legitimate one; I can 


say that much. It came of itself. And 
in is good -wheat, too, and worth the 
price. This talk about a clique of men 
forcing the' price up is without foun- 
dation, No combination is responsible 
for it. America has the wheat and The 
rest of the world hasn't, and it will 
buy. 


"Germany will pay a good -price, 


too," continued the packer, with more 
force, Vhich mayor may not have 
been due to thoughts of the kaiser's 
prohibitive tariff on pork. "That fel- 
low 'that puts up his fence so high 
that our products could not get over 
will have to come to our markets now. 
He is fading that this country will

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COST OF A TRAIN. 


Tbe Expenie and Profits or Travel OB 


Rncllgli Kall\r»y Uacn. 


How many people who travel 
la 


trains ever think of the cost of Tun- 
ning taem? It •will probably surprise 
most people who have traveled from 
JjOttdion to Edinburgh, to 
know that 


every mile of tic journey coats the 
railway company over hall a 
crowm, 


ways the Lomd'on. Tit-Bits. 
Tfo.e cost 


of the whole journey from tihe English 
to the Scotch capital is £GO. The av 
orageicoet of running a train in Etaiff- 
luod.ls 2. shillings 7 pence a mile, so 
that, tiho fare being reckoned at 1 pen- 
ny per mflle, a train with less than 
thdrty-ome ipaasengors for each mile Is 
run at a loss. There are fow tcalns, 
Jiowover, that <lo not carry more than 
this number of passengers, MStny of 
them carry dhe ntuinber doubled many 
times over. It is oebeasaxy frequently 
to run. trains that do ruot pay—usually 
ID .thinly izahaibited' country districts— 
tout for every train nun at a loss .prob- 
ably 100 are run at an enormous prof- 
it. Take, tor Instance, the journey 
from London 
to 
Edinburgh, which 


costs tine railway compamy £50, The 
average number of "through" passen- 
gers in these trains is probably sixty, 
in which .case tiho total fares would 
be nearly £100—a clear gain of nearly 
£•50. 
When It is remembered these 


trains run several times a day and 
every day fn. the year it. •will bo un- 
derstood what an enormous revenue a 
single li-no ^cWs in. the course of 
twelve mosititis. Supposing the average 
number of passengers to be sixty, the 
mtdalsM train from Ixmdon to Edin- 
burgh yields, over £20,000 for dividend 
in a year! The longest railway Jour- 
noy in the United 
Kingdom 
would 


probably be from Penzance, in Corn- 
wall, to Thureo, dn the north of Scot- 
land, a distance of over 1,000 miles. A 
train rummlng between these-two places 
wouM exSia-uflt an ordinary cterk's sal- 
ary for a whole year, the cost being no 
loss than £13S.

It does not always follow in cases of 


malarial infection, according to Prof.

The 
paroxysms will appear when he re- 
moves to a place free from malarial 
emanations. As long as ho remains in 
the malaria! region, quinine or arsenic 
will have little or no effect, except in a 
harmful way. But on removal from it, 
quinine will exert its controlling power 
over the disease. 


About the simplest barometer that 


one can cave, and, It is said, one of the 
most efficient, is made of two battles 
and some water. One of them should 
be an ordinary, wide-mouthed picklo 
jar, filled with water to near the top. 
The other should be a long, slim flask, 
which will go into the neck of the jar. 
This should .be inverted and plunged 
into the jar, so that it will not reach 
the bottom. This arrangement gives a 
complete barometer. In fine weather 
the water will rise into the neck of tba 
fl.osk higher than the month of tha 
picklo bottle. In wet or windy weather 
it will fail to within an Inch of mouth 
of the flask.

Ho Is a scavenger as well as road- 
mender. He goes over the road every 
day, and removes everything which in 
unsightly. Owing to his unremitting 
care the road is always free from lit- 
ter, as wall as in perfect repair. 


There are no ditches at the sides; 


there are no ragged ruts or pools of 
water In the center; there are neither 
stones nor stumps of trees, nnr refuse 
to disfigure She roadway, and there Is 
a homely sense of tidiness and order- 
liness which Is a source of delight to 
every one passing over it. 


The road-mender Is hired to keep 


his section of the highway in order. :If 
he neglects his work, a more faithful; 
man Is put In his place. There Is a 
road-inspector for every division ; 'of. 
the county, and he has control of th9 
road-makers of his section. 
The;in- 


spoctor acts under the direction of- a 
subcommittee of a large committee -of 
the common council. 


An American expert estimates that 


forty million dollars is expended an- 
nually in the United States on the 
highways without material improve- 
ment from repairs. 
If the Europeans 


obtain better results at lower cost, it, 
is because the systematic «ire of their 
roads is a practical detail of "common 
sense and efficient local government.

ANIMAL FOODS AND HEALTH. 


There are various reasons for the al- 


most universal use of animal foods as 
an article of diet. They are particular- 
ly rich in one of the food elements 
•which is essential for the nourishment 
of the body. They have In them stim- 
ulating properties which leave upon 
many who eat them for the time being 
an invigorating effect. 


Again, many 
cooks 
have become 


qulite skillful In preparing flesh foods 
In a variety of ways, while they are 
unable from fruits, grains and vegeta- 
bles to prepare palatable and appetiz- 
ing dishes. While it is no doubt true 
that flesh foods properly prepared are 
less harmful to the system than some 
of the foods of the vegetable world, 
prepared In an indigestible and unpal- 
atable manner, yet there are many 
reasons why meat forms.an Improper 
article of diet. 


It Is the fibres of tho meat which are 


of real food value. In the Interstices, 
between these fibres, there Is always 
more or less blood, waste matter and 
various salts. 
When the animal 
Is 


killed the blood leaves the body much 
KB the water runs out 
of a 
sponge 


when It Is lifted out of the water, but 
for tho same reason that the sponge 
still retains a large amount of mois- 
ture, so tbe flesh contains much blood. 


Dr. Paulson, writing In the "Pacific 


Health Journal," says that this can be 
readily demonstrated by taking a piece 
! of meat and putting it under a current 
of running water for a few tours, when 
we shall find the white, stringy fibres 
from whence the blood ban been all 
washed away; but .if this should now 
be eatem it would form an insipid and 
tasteless food, thus showing what real- 
ly gives the flavor to meat is the prod- 
ucts lodged between its fibres, and 
which can be washed away in the man- 
ner above mentioned. 


As the blood of the animal always 


contains a large proportion of poisons 
as the result of tissue breakdown, It 
mnat be clear at once that the Indi- 
vidual who subsists upon flesh food 
must be continually taking Into his 
system poisons which would have been 
eliminated by the animal If It 
had 


lived. This has been 
demonstrated 


pra'ctlcally frequently. If a person who 
5it;s been subsisting entirely upon a 
natural food allows flesh to *nter large- 
ly into his diet the kidneys at once 
eliminate several times as much of 
poisonous substances as they did be- 
fore. 


' It Is for this reason that all intelli- 
gent physicians'advise the discontin- 
uance of meat during fever, which is 
a condition in which the body is al- 
ready over-saturated with poison; also 
in kidney diseases, when those organs 
are not able to carry off even the waste 
which Is made by the body Itself. 


MOOSE TOWED THE BOAT, 


tt Wo» Fon for a While, bat the Fai* 


seng-ers Tired of It. 


Up on Sebec lake in Maine they have 


steamboats and lots of other things. 
The latest is a moose wJiioh can do a 
tewing busktiiajs.' Last Saturday, while 
th« good" steamer Marion was pass-ing 
up through the narrows to Sebec Lake, 
a dig bull moose was sighted swimming 
toward the oraft to cross her bow. He 
had a bone In hte teeth, and was leav- 
ing a wake like the cruiser Columbia 
the time she came up Pemobecot Bay 
Into 'Oastine Harbor last summer, says 
the Bangor Commercial. Capt. Hersey 
saw the bull in good lime, and he got 
out his biggest hawser and put on a 
little more steam to brlcg the boat 
alongside the moose. When he got 
Into comfortable distance he let go 
the tiaweer like a lasso, and the. rope 
settled over the head of the big /eliow 
and caught him fast. The Marion is a 
sturdy little craft, but she wasn't built 
for moose. The bull swam straight on 
for a -while, towing the boat after him, 
and "playing horse" generally with 
everything within reach. J'Ufit In the 
height of the fun he gave a sudden turn

ELEPHANT FLESH. 


j All Part« Are Eaten, but tho Foot and 


Log Are Choice Parts* 


The flesh of tho elephant la eaten in 


its entirety by several of the African 
'tribes. A detail of the process of butch- 
ering the animals is not pleasant read- 
ing. The tools used are the assegai and 


i hatchets. The rough outer skin is first 
-removed In large sheets. Beneath this 
is a subcuticle, a pliable membrane, 
from which the natives make water 
skins. The elephant yields large quan- 
tities of fat, used in cooking their sun- 
dried biltong, or dried strips of ele- 
phant's flesh, and also in the prepara- 
tion, of vegetables. African explorers 
of the Caucasian race agree that ono 
part of the elephant's carcass, when 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish 
that will regale the most delicate taste. 
This part, very strangely, is tihe first 
joint of the leg 'below the knee, which 
one would suppose to be tbe toughest 
portion of the animal. To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet is dug In. the 
earth, and the sides of it are baked 
hard by means of large live coals. 
Most of the coals are then taken out, 
and tie elephant's foot Is placed with 
dirt, tightly packed, and a blazing fire 
Is built on top, which Is kept replen- 
ished for three hours. The foot is thus 
evenly baked, and when done, instead 
of strong, tough meat fibre, It Is a gela- 
tinous consistency that may be oaten 
wi-tih. a spoon. 


NOVEU USE FOR TIDAL POWER 


Removing Accumulation of 9dCnd from

Various plans ihave been suggested 


at different times for bhe 'utilization of 
the energy developed <by tbe rise and 
fall of .tlie tides, 'but «he Intermittent 
character of tlno power ban usually 
prevented any satisfactory notation of 
the problem, says Cassier's Magazine. 
There to, foowerfer, on« instance In 
wMoh tide power 'has been quite suc- 
cessfully applied In a very trim pie man- 
ner. 
Along the river front at Liver- 


pool there IB a tendency for the accu- 
mulaolon of all dllt against the dock 
walls, requiring occasional dredging 
for Ms removal. Instead of using sccop 
dicdges this mud 4s removed at differ- 
ent periods by the use of tMe power 
In tBw following manner: Along Uhe 
base of tbe dock walls is laid a pipe, 
perforated with -holes, directed out- 
wand, this pipe being connected with, 
the interior of the dock system amd 
suitable valves being provided to- per- 
mit or ch*ck the flow of water. Wlhen 
the tide IB verry low and consequently 
the head of waiter measured frottn 1316 
surface In the docks IB at Its greatest, 
a sudden opening of tihe connection 
perm-its a rapid flushtog action, by the 
•sraiter escaping through 'holes 1-n 
the 


pipe at the base of the walls, scouring 
out tine- mud and driving it out tato

EARLY CELERY. 


How to Blanch It With Boards Dorlne 


\V»rm Weather. 


A fiTew York correspondent of Amer- 


ican Gardening, wio has found eaily 
colery profitable, tells how be blanc.aes it 
dnriug the hot weather. He writes: In 
blanching colery dnring warm weather 
oare must bo taken that no soil comes 
in contact with it to rnst it. It oaunot, 
therefore, be banked with earth. I have 
tried tying wrapping paper around tbo 
tranches and other methods, but have 
found that I could blanch tho celery at 
a mnch leas cost, and blanch it better, 
•too, with-boards. 


After rnnch experimenting in plant- 


ing at different distances apart the plaTi 
which I have now adopted as giving 
tho best results is to plant doable- rows 
two feet apart—i. a, plant two rows 
'10 or 13 inches apart and next leave a 
space of two feet 


When the plants are about one-foot 


high, place the blanching beards on 
both sides of the doable row, but be 
snie to keep them well apart, for if the 
•leaves get wet between the boaids and 
the sun decs not get in to dry them they 
will rot and spoil the appearance of the 
celery, besides stopping its growth. 
When the colery grows a few inches 
above tho boards, crowd tho boards 
closer together, and the blanching will 
be completed in a few days. Tho hoards 
I nso are from 12 to 18 inches in width, 
and with them I blanch celery that grows 
tw'ojfeet high or more. I hold them in 
place" with crosBpicces notched to set 
over the tops of the boards. 


I havo never been 
successful in 


growing u good quality of early celery 
without irrigation, for when the plants 
are EO close together a large growth 
cannot be had without it, and, moreover, 
dnring hot, dry weather blanching goes 
on too slowly, and the stalks often be- 
come stringy or hollow. 
When the 


boards are set np, ran the water in tbe 
vacant spaco between them, thus hasten- 
ing the blunchiflg and improving the 
quality of the celery. 


When 
tho 
celery 
is sufficiently 


blanched, tho boards are taken down 
and removed to other rows. Tbe celery 
is ont a little tinder tho ground and 
trimmed, leaving tho refnso on tbo 
grouud. If the eun bo shining, tbo cel- 
ery is at ouce carried to a cool cellar 
near by, aud if not at once packed for 
market wo stand it np in u vac contain- 
ing one or two inches of cold water in 
thP bottom. This is all the water that 
is allowed to come in contact with the 
c-elery, for us there is no i-arth. used in 
hanking it it needs no washing. Never 
nack wet celery for shipment, as ic is 
iii-.hle to heat and spoil. If it beneces- 
•ary to hold tho colcry a few days after 
•it is out and trimmed, it can be kept in 
fti-'.tl condition by packing ice around

Siloing Siigur Boets. 


\Vheu Eiigar beets nre to bo kept for 


iu:iiu!fiicturoof tiugar during thowintur 
mouths or for t!iu production of seed, 
they must be carefully protected against 
frost. Following arc directions given in 
a farmers' bulletin ou tho subject: Tho 
simplest nnd the easiest method is to 
place them in piles and cover them-with 
earth, not too deeply. Wheu first siloed, 
say, about tho 1st of November, they 
should bo covered with only a slight 
layer of earth. As tho cold becomes 
more intense this covering can be in- 
creased. In some localities only a slight 
covering of straw is accessary to protect 
tlio beets, as, for instance, in California. 
In other other localities, snob as in tho 
Dakotcs, Minnesota -and Wisconsin, it is 
probable that the beets would have to 
be covered to tho depth of two feet, or 
even more, to protect them from frost. 


Siloing is usually done by the factory, 


as it would bo very inconvenient to de- 
liver beets from a distance to a factory 
in tho middle of winter. In most local- 
ities in tho beetsngar region ic is prob- 
ablo that the harvesting and delivery to 
tho factory conld bo entirely completed 
by the middle of November, although, 
in some seasons there wonld be no dan- 
ger in loaving-the roots in -che earth un- 
til the 1st of December, while in Cali- 
fornia there is no danger at all of freez- 
ing. In the construction of iMgo silos 
dno regard must bo had for proper ven- 
tilation to avoid tho danger of heating. 


Alfalfn Replacing Corn. 


It is not likely that alfalfa, tbo clover 


which has tucceeded BO well in Cali- 
fornia, will ever become plentiful in tho 
east. Our wet winters -will rot tho roots 
or at last decrease' their vigor. On very 
dry. sandy or gravelly soil it might suc- 
ceed .hero. Bnt ic seems to bo especially 
adapted to hot and dry climates, acd 
hence its success in tho arid regions of 
the far wost. As its root often gots sev- 
eral feet deep it is likely to change the 
character of tho climate, fo.t wherever 
alfalfa roots have gono water will also 
go. Tho alfalfa retains its greenness 
dnring tho severest droughts. Of course 
ic must bo all the time evaporating 
moisture, and this also will have some 
effect in changing tho climate. Hence 
in localities too dry for com alfalfa is 
taking its pluco as a feed for all kinds 
of stock. -It is at tho same time fitting 
tho soil for growing corn and other 
crops.—American Cultivator. 


Gfc«mienl» ITor & WlieAt Crop, 


Tho simplest wheat fertilizer yon can 


make, according to Bural JSTow Yorker, 
is a mixture of three parts fine ground 
bone and ouo part muriate of potash.
